The Egyptians so far have made 
no official statement on the Dayan 
plan although the Cairo news me- 
dia: earlier reported “some progress” 
over disengagement, although it 
was noted there were still diffe- 
rences on “certain principles.” While 
voicing no objection to proposals 
being now discussed Cairo radio 
went further to indicate that Egypt 
was expecting the disengagement 
issue to be settled in the near fu- 
ture, thug the be; 
of the next phase in the Middle 
East peace talks in Geneva later 
this month. 

Israel, Egypt and all other par- 
ties concerned have majntained a 
complete blackout on details of the 
plan. But all indications were that 
the proposals call for an Israeli 
pull-back east of the Suez Canal 
to the vielnity of the Mitla and 
the Gidi passes and the creation of 
@ Unef-controlled buffer zone be- 
tween the Israeli and the Egyptian 
forces. The proposala would call for 
the thinning out of the Egyptian 
military presence on the eastern 
bank of the Suez waterway. 

Meanwhile, Unef commander Lt.- 
Gen. Ensio Sillasyuo, who is chair- 
ing the military nego‘jations in Ge- 
neva, was yesterday reported to 
have alerted his senior aides in 
Cairo for a possible early deploy- 
ment of U.N, units in the proposed 
buffer zone east of the Canal,

At least 1,500 Soviet 


experts to Syria 


LONDON (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union hag sent at least 1,500 “ad- 
visers” and "experts" to Syria to 
help with the military buildup since 
the October war, defence experts 
said here yesterday. 

The Russian experts are supple- 
mented by East German mittary 
personnel who have been flown to 
Syria to assist in the operation of 
some of the latest weaponry, the 
sources said, 

Egypt, too, was said to have ad- 
mitted an unspecified number of 
Soviet so-called advisers since the 
October war in a reversal of Cairo’s 
earler decision to expel the 15,000 
Soviet military personnel. 

The Soviet military experts are 
assisting, and in some cases con- 
trolling the reinstalment, replace- 
ment and operation of some of the 
newly-introduced sophisticated wea- 
pons, the sources said. 

Following the war, the defence 
sources estimated that nearly 300 
Soviet fights into Egypt, Syvia and 
Traq between October 10 and 16 
alone had airlifted some 2,000 tons 
of military supplies to them, More 
and more advanced weapons were 


understood to have since been sup- 
plied in a steady flow — though on 
a reduced scale. 

Along with these latest supplies 
Soviet experts have again been 
flown to Syria in the first place 
(they left a few days before the 
war started) and also to Hgypt. 
They supervise the installation of 
replacements and are to tighten up 
alr defences on the ground ang in 
the air, apparently on both the 
operational and top planning levels. 

The Russians were said to be 
above all ‘in control of the Scud 
ground-to-ground rockets with a 
range of some 500 kms. which also 
have nuclear capabilities. Moreover, 
the sources said, they are engaged 
in reconnatssance activities with 
their latest jets whose speed ex- 
ceeds considerably that of the Ame- 
rican Phantoms. 

Soviet experts also are strongly 
represented and active in Irag. 
Traq’s losses in the war against 
Israel were not overly heavy be- 
cause of its Hmited participation 
in the actual fighting. They were 
said by the sources to have been 
more than replaced since.
